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Good Neighbors 


The speeches by President Roosevelt 
and Premier King at the opening of the 
Thousand Islands bridge at Ivy Lea are 
in the true tradition of friendship. They 
add new proof to the old truth that Can- 
ada and the United States are rivals only 
for the victories of peace. To cherish a 
lasting amity between the two peoples has 
for more than a century been the supreme 
purpose of both countries. 

On this continent peace is a habit of 
mind, the symbol of justice, and the pledge 
of freedom, 

The span across the St. Lawrence is 
more than a monument of engineering 
skill. It is more than a memorial of peace 
in the past. It is at once a challenge and an 
example to other countries to throw 
bridges of amity across the turbulent 
tides of our times. We on this continent 
must be the sentinels of peace as well as 
its happy beneficiaries, in an age whose 
discords ring upon the world with all the 
chilling accents of coming strife. 

Peace between Canada and the United 
States has not stiffened into a passive and 
inert thing. It still is active, still rich in 
its resources, still eager to erect new sym- 
bols of co-operation as the visible token of 
constructive friendship. Across the new 
international bridge will walk the free cit- 
izens of two free countries, who value their 
common friendship only less than their 
mutual freedom. 


Don’t Scare the Customers 


Secretary Wallace says United States 
officials will confer with Canac offic- 
ials in an attempt to frame a wheat- g 
program that will enable both countries 
to hold their places in the world market 
without plunging or drifting into a war of 
competition. Also, it may be hoped, the 
officials will have due regard to the 
danger of giving the jittery heads of Euro- 
pean importing countries cause to suspect 
or to say that the two Governments are 
“ganging up” to restrict supplies in order 
to hoist prices. 

There is, of course, no actu 
ity of Canada and the United St 
staging any such hold-up when most of 
what are classed as importing countries 
have themselves as much wheat as they 
can consume and will need to import on 
grain of a superior kind for milling use.

Not many in the west at least will dis 
agree with Dr. Manion when he 
the slogan, raised by a 
representatives of Canadian 
years ago, that “The Dominion must 
assume the burden of relief costs 
a reduction y nicij 
taxation which is retarding business re- 
covery.’ One way or another that will 
have to come about 
able, because the cities cannot 
strain. 

That is, on the that the 
present “burden of relief costs" is to con 
tinue indefinitely, which Dr. Manion ap- 
parently does assume, and which there is 
all too much reason to fear may be the 
case, But this is not an assumption that 
the public are prepared to accept or will 
accept until some more resolute attempt 
has been made to reduce the burden and 
has failed, 

Baffling as the problem may be, it 
just cannot be admitted that in a country 
such as Canada one-tenth of the popula- 
tion must be supported on “doles” as a 
permanent or indefinitely long time 
expedient, Certainly it cannot be admitted 
that the only opportunity we can offer to 
young and middle-aged people of sound 
bodies and minds is the privilege to sub- 
sist on relief allowances,

money.” His Ontario hearers may have 
thought Hon. J. G. Taggart was indulging 
in grim humor when he thus described the 
plight of the farming population over a 
large area of the province of Saskat- 
chewan. But he was telling them the blunt 
truth; and the statement applies as well 
to farmers in those sections of Alberta 
which have been similarly afflicted by 
drought. 

A total, the minister said, of $120,000,- 
000 of farm debts has had to be written 
off in his province. A _ corresponding 
amount has of c been cancelled in 
the drought-smitten sections of this prov- 
ince. But the amount of debt written off 
is small in proportion to the loss sustained 
by the debtors in those areas. It is liter- 
ally true that with their remaining mort- 
gage debt, back taxes, and other claims, 
these can have little equity left in the 
farms they occupy, and would “not lose 
much” if they lost that little. 

One good crop will not restore solvency 
in these afflicted areas. A crop of 200,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat, which they may 
thresh this year, at 53 cents a bushel net, 
will not give a gross income as large as 
the amount of debt written off, or the 
amount that remains. Years must elapse, 
however good the crops, before the dry- 
belt farmers will be again on their feet 
and free of the reduced debt they have to 
clear off.

Countess of Warwick, who died a few days ago 
at the age of 77, used to boast that she was de- 
} scended on her father's side from Oliver Crom- 
| well and on her mother’s from Charles II's 
} favorite, Nell Gwyn, whose son married one of 
the aristocratic De Veres 

A granddaughter of the last 
Viscount Maynard and inher- 
itress of a great fortune, Fran- 
ces Maynard was famous for 
her beauty and her vivacity. 
She had the world of London 
Society at her feet. She might 
even have become a royal prin- 
cess 

The story is a pretty one 
When she was 17 years of age, 
Disraeli, then Prime Minister, suggested to 
Queen Victoria that Miss Maynard would make 
a suitable wife for the Queen's youngest son, 
Prince Leopold. She was invited to Windsor and 
duly approved and the Prince dutifully began to 
call at her home in London. He brought with 
him his equerry, Lord Brooke. 

Lord Brooke looked at Frances and Frances 
looked at Lord Brooke. “In his eyes,” she wrote 
long afterwards, “I recognized something that 
told me in mute appeal that his happiness and 
destiny were inseparably linked with mine.” 

One day the Prince told her of the match 
planned by the Queen and Disraeli and added 
that he was in love with somebody else. Lord 
Brooke, he knew, was in love with her. Was 
| she in love with him? 

Her answer settled the matter and Prince 
Leopold went home and told the Queen, who, re- 
membering her own happiness with the Prince 
Consort, agreed that first love was sacred
